Aberdeen student in the moral eciences, while in the 
other branches of the examination the honours fell 
thickly upon Ireland. The explanation of all this is 
obvious, Inda cannot yet get the pick of our English 
Universities, These ancient seminaries are so amply 
endowed, and the preferments they offer, though not 
rich in money Value, are in many respects so desirable, 
that the promise of even an Indian career fails in 
relative attraction. Here and there it may preponde- 
rate, as the list before us shows, but no person ac- 
quainted with Oxford and Cambridge can for a moment 
doubt that the results would have been widely different 
if those two Universities had been really swept for the 
examination, Still, the system is beginning to operate, 
and a symptom ol its extending influence is discernible in 
the feature to which we have alluded above. It the great 
Universities have not yet been deeply impressed with 
the new offers, they have, at any rate, been widely 
affected. Their 33 candidates were contributed by no 
fewer then 22 colleges, and those who are best acquainted 
with the shades of distinction between these ancient 
foundations will be most struck with the comprehen- 
siveness of the list. Even the colleges most peculiarly 
constituted have sent up their men, though it is seldom 
that more than ove appears from each society. At 
Cambridge, Trinity, and St. John's, though forming so 
large a portion of the whole University, take only seven 
places between them; at Oxiord, Balliol, and Exeter 
have, indeed, secured two each, but they are the only 
pluralists. The remarkable thing is that Christchurch, 
with ite superior numbers and inferior preferment, 
should have made no figure in the list. 

It will have been noticed that a single candidate from 
Harrow, another from Kugby, a third from Christ's 
Hospital, and a fourth from St. Paul's form, the whole 
contribution coming from our public schools, unless, 
indeed, we are to extend this denomination to Chelten- 
ham College, from which two successful competitors 
were despatched.
